The Empress of Germany at Ch arch. 


Three weeks ago the Empress of 
Germany with a retinue of servants 
came to Baden, and a week later the 
Emperor with his suite and the whole 
German court arrived from Berlin. The 
royal household, tho court included, 
occupy the Hotel Mestuer, w hich tho 
proprietor retains exclusively for his 
royal guests during their stay. This 
hotel is only separated from the Con- 
versationhaus and the beautiful grouuds 
where the visitors promenade every 
afternoon and evening, by a very nar­ 
row street. Persons promenading back 
and forth listening to Hie delightful 
music from the line band in tile kiosk, 
or sitting by the restaurant, sipping 
their coffee or drinking their Ijeer, can 
at almost any hour, it so disposed, get 
a glimpse of royalty—in fact, a good 
square look—as it goes am! returns from 
its rides and walks. 
The Empress, 
whose seventieth birthday was cele­ 
brated this week, carries the weight of 
so many years gracefully and without 
giving evidence of such an advanced 
S i. To see her out every morning 
ing her “ constitutional” and walk­ 
ing so briskly that her maid and foot 
man in livery have to walk sharp to keep 
pace with her, it is hard to realize that 
she has seen three score and ten years. 
Her Majesty is a devoted churchwo- 
man. During her stay at Baden she 
attends regularly every Sunday tile lit 
tie English Church, and joins in the 
service like any other stray visitor that 
might enter the house of worship. She 
times lier arrival so as to be present 
just as services are to commence. 
She 
rides to church in a close, handsome, 
not over-expensive carriage, drawn 
by two elegant coal-black horses, with 
silver-mounted harness. 
The coach­ 
man and footman arc in liven', and the 
stout, plain-looking German woman, 
plainly dressed, who rides with Her 
Majesty inside, is, J suppose, ono of the 
ladies 
in 
waiting, or 
“ maids of 
honor.*’ At the church door one of the 
wardens, Mr. Oakes, of New York, 
stands read}’ to receive her, and escorts 
her to hor scat, which is directly in 
front of the chancel. 
Last Sunday I 
happened to have a scat directly behind 
Her Majesty, and of course, coaid but 
observe all her movements, what she 
wore, etc. If I had the peculiar talent 
of some female writers I would under­ 
take to describe her dress, but I forbear. 
It was so very plain and inexpensive, 
and at the same time so sensible and so 
appropriate for church going, that I 
know the fashionable world, which 
would expect an Empress’ dress to be 
sparkling with diamonds and covered 
with the richest of laces, would be dis­ 
appointed. All of her dress that was 
visible—her straw hat with a single 
ostrich plume, her silk and mantle with 
modest and inexpensive trimmings 
cost altogether not more than some of 
the

fashionable 
and expen­ 
sive 
hats worn 
by some of the 
very fashionable ladies in some of 
the very fashionable American churches 
The moment Her Majesty got fairly 
seated she searched in the depths of 
her pocket and drew' out her purse 
from which she extracted a ten-mark 
gold piece ($2.50) and carefully placed 
ut on the railing in front of her. This 
was to be ready for the contribution 
box, and she evidently adhered to the 
old motto, “ Pay as you go.” She then 
found her place in the prayer book re 
spondee! throughout services in good 
•English and joined in 
singing the 
hvmns, etc. And she wore no specta­ 
cles either!—Baden Baden Letter, to 
Springfield (Mass.) Republican.

Indeed, strong common sense appears 
to bi* Hie substratum of the whole Wi­ 
nans family. 
Walter Winans has very 
artistic tastes, aud draws and paints with 
no inferior skill. A favorite method of 
entertaining by Mrs. Winans, when she 
is in London, is by morning concerts, 
and Walter Winans selects the musi­ 
cians, superintends everything, and in­ 
variably makes them a success. 
At 
these affairs Albaui, Mine. Schalchi, 
and all the great professionals are hired 
sometimes receiving as much as £100 
for two or three ballads and an aria. 
Mr. Winans himself cares for nothing 
but engineering, although lie spends his 
money lavishly to gratify the tastes of 
those around him. He lias a morbid 
dread of the ocean and often says ha 
would not cross the Atlantic for £l00, 
OOO. Neither of his sons has ever been 
to this country. 
When they lived in Russia, during 
the building of the Moscow and St. 
Petersburg Railway, the}' maintained 
the same elegant style that they do in 
London. Mr. Winans badan elegant box 
at the ojwra. but was rarely to be seen 
there, and frequently expressed a wish 
to sec a genuine American circus, 
which he insisted was very superior to 
the divine Patti. Iii the course of time 
a circus arrived, and the manager, 
hearing of Mr. Winans’ passionate fond­ 
ness for the sawdust ring, attempted to 
bleed him so unmercifully that Mr. 
Winans asked him, indignantly, if he 
exacted him to buy every seat at the 
performance. 
“ That’s just what I do 
want you to do,” replied the unabashed 
knight of the sawdust. 
“ Very well,” 
said Mr. VV mans, “ PII take ever}’ scat, 
but nobody except myself and a friend 
I am going to bring shall enter and you 
arc to give us everything on the bill.

Iron Wedding-. 


A Pomeranian paper says that an old 
couple inhabiting tho small town of 
Swinemuende, on the borders of tho 
Baltic, celebrated lately the rare anni­ 
versary of an “ iron wedding,” com­ 
memorative of sixty-live years of mar­ 
ried life. On that occasion Emperor 
William semitic necessitous pair, llerr- 
holz by name, the sum of sixty marcs 
’(about fifteen dollars), and a like sum 
was presented to them by tho burgo­ 
master in the name of the municipal 
authorities. At the time of their ctia- 
mond wedding the penson allowed Herr- 
holz, formerly a pilot, hail been doubled 
by the Emperor, thus making his month­ 
ly allowance thirty-seven and a half 
marcs (about nine and a half dollars). 
The stipendiary was able to read tho 
imperial letter without spectacles, al­ 
though blind in one eye for many yeara 


only upon acoin basis. A pair of shoes, 
for instance, will cost all the way up 
from twenty-live to sixty or seventy 
dollars. The gentleman who imparted 
this information said that the passage 
for himself and his wife from Callao to 
New York cost $8,<X>0 in Peruvian cuo 
rency. Ordinarily the passage would 
cost in gold for two persons something 
over $700. 
With tho price of native products, 
however, ami with tho wages of labor, 
rents and hotel and restaurant charges, 
the case is different. 
While these have 
advanced somewhat the increase has 
been more trilling in comparison with 
the depreciation iii the currency. Board 
at the best hotels is not over four dollars 
a day in paper; restaurant charges are 
in the same proportion and rents have 
advanced but slightly. 
Tho result of 
this singular disturbance in the equilib­ 
rium of prices is a condition of things de- 
cidedly favorable to the foreign mercan­ 
tile community and to strangers well 
provided with coin. A shopkeeper will 
sell a hat for thirty dollars in paper and 
get two weeks’ board for the same 
amount at a good hotel, or he will scil a 
fifty dollar watch for $550 and pay a 
year’s rent of a good house with it. 
The experience of a party of officers of 
the United States war vessel Lacka­ 
wanna, who took an excellent dinner 
shortly after their arrival at the best 
restaurant in Lima, was mentioned in 
illustration of this peculiar discrepancy. 
There were six in the party and they 
had, besides a very good dinner, several 
bottles of wine. Tho bill for the whole 
entertainment was sixty dollars, paper,

The imj>orta- 
tion began about ihe year 1847, and has 
been steadily increasing ever ainee. 
One important firm Imports nearly half 
of all the canaries brought to this coun- 
try. Almost without exception the iui- 
ported canaries now come from the lit­ 
tle town of Andreasbeig, in Hanover, 
Prussia. The town nestles among the 
llartz Mountains, and most of tho men 
are miners, the mines of cobalt, lead, 
nickel and iron being among the best in 
that part of the country. 
The women 
of tho town, tho population of which 
numbers abl,ut 4,000 souls, make almost 
as much money as the men by breeding 
canaries. The industry sprang up about 
150 v ears ago, and has sine** been car­ 
ried on steadily, certain families having 
world-wide reputation among bird fan­ 
ciers for the peculiar excellence of their 
birds, the training of the birds being a 
matter of skill handed down in families 
from generation to generation. 
The 
birds pair in February and begin to j 
come to this country about June. They 
come in crates of little boxes, such as 
they are sold in, 200 in a crate, aud tho j 
losses on the voyage are usually very i 
small, not amounting to more than five 
per centum. The little wooden cages in \ 
which the birds are im|K»rted and sold 
are made by tho children and women of 
tho llartz Mountains, and cost there 
four cents apiece. 
Dealers pay an av­ 
erage price of fifty cents for their birds 
and take the risk of transjxjitation. 
There is no duty on canaries. 
The bird fancier who gave these de­ 
tails to a reporter, said that there were 
more than lift}* well defined breeds of 
canaries in Europe, but that in trade 
not more than a dozen were recognized. 
The highest-priced birds came from 
Belgium, and could be recognized at a 
glance by their long, thin forms. Great 
care was taken with the training of 
these birds, and twenty dollars vvasfre- 
quently paid for a good Relgiaq^inger. 
In Europe birds were sometimes sold 
for much hillier prices than this, but 
were never imported to this country.

There has been so much discussion U3 
to how the present condition of tile riv­ 
er compares with the past that we have 
takeu some notes from the record as 
found in the Gazette of 1870. Many have 
been comparing the present height of 
water with the high water mark of 1871* 
but 1870 is tile year in which the real 
high water mark was reached. We give 
a few notes from tile record, which reads 
i i many respects like a record of to-day: 
M arch 2*2,1870—A storm visited this 


8 XJtion last night, in the shape of snow. 
Marcu 23—To-day, the most genial of 
the season, with bright, warm sunshine, 
which is causing tho snow to vanish rap­ 
idly. 
Ma Run 24—Jack Frost last night ar­ 
rested the rapid running away of the 
snow, a fortunate cheek to the rapidly 
rising river. 
M arch 25—To-day has I men the m ost 
springy of the season yet. 
M arch 2 0 —T he volum e of water in 
Rock river has seriously increased with­ 
in the last twenty four hours, and is still 
augm enting. 
M arch 20—The river rose four inches 
last uight and is still going up. It is not 
however, as high as it was four years ago 
by a1 ntut two feet. 
M arch 30—The river rose last night 
from four to six inches. Rain falling. 
M arch 31—The river has risen four or 
live inches, aud is still going up. It is 
now within a few inches of as high as 
four years ago. 
A pr il 2—Much uucasiness is felt as to 
the effect of high water on Court street 
bridge. There is considerable weight 
upon the arches at either end, and still 
the stream continues to rim*. A mill-

1800. 
Lively work 
being done on the raeo and upper dam. 
Ap r il 4 —'Todd has been compelled to 
anchor his malt house bi keep it from be­ 
iug washed down tile river. Teams mo 
busy hauling gravel onto the race. The 
river higher by from four Vt eight inches 
than ever iii the memory of the oldest 
inhabitant.

the mills run feebly, while the Doty 
manufacturing company, the Monterey 
flour mill, and t)ie woolen mill are at a 
standstill, and the latter establishment 
has three feet of water on the basement 
floor. Both dams stand it pretty well 
yet, although the upper one seems to 
have suffered some injury some fifty feet 
from the west abutment, and the one be­ 
low has lost a portion of its apron. 
A pr il 5—Tho water in the river has 
tor the last twenty-four hours, been ris­ 
ing slowly but steadily. 


A p r il 6 —The river has receded a little 
during the last twenty-four hours. 
A pr il 7—A calamity has at last result­ 
ed to tins city from high water. About IO 
o'clock this morning, one of the cribs a* 
Hie juuetion of the wing dam with the 
bulk head, at the lower water powen 
went out, and not loug after a part of the 
dam and a portion of the bulk head also 
went out, making an opening of some­ 
thing like 150 feet, through which the 
water rushes in tremendous volume.

The 
water is now falling rapidly, and all ap­ 
prehension of further damage is at an 
end. 
Iii 1851 there was a rise id the river 
here, and the water came into Main 
strtvfc, but there was no extensive dam­ 
age done. 
Iii 1850 there was another 
rise, and this was considered the highest 
uutil that of 1S70 as given above. 
The present rise is fully as great as 
that of 1870, and promises to be still 
higher, as there is much snow in the 
country yet to be carried away. The river 
is watched closely not only by those who 
have immediate property int area's, but by 
all, and here aud there 
upon the 
luidges, aud along the bink i are little 
groups of citizens earnestly talking over 
the past, present and future of old Rack, 
and watching its course, as though it was 
the all-absorbing theme. 
One sightly spot fdr observation is the 
top of the railroad bridge from which one 
can see both north and south a wide ex- 
pmse of water. North of the bridge tho 
island is submerged aud tile house upon 
it stands forth alloak The little foot 
bridge is also hidden, except the hand­ 
rail. The lots at the wast end of the 
bridge 
are 
submerged, 
old 
barns 
and 
sheds 
are 
only 
approach­ 
able 
by 
wadiug. 
On 
tho 
south side of the bridge there is to be 
S3euthehead of the raie, who *o uow 
planks have been put in, aud fresh dirt 
drawn in the fight to keep the water 
within bounds, and even then it has 
overflowed the roadway. The new build­ 
ing of the batting factory is only ap­ 
proached by the water, aud on the other 
side of the river the water has covered 
the low land clear to the street iii places, 
and numerous barns and outbuildings 
are at sea. 
The busmees portion of tile city lying 
along the river is suffering somewhat, 
the basements 
being covered 
with 
water. 
McKey’s carj>et rooms has several m- 


cnes or water, necessitating a removal 
of the stock to the upper floors. 
At the Lawrence & Atwood woolen 
mill there is three feet and a half of wa­ 
ter over the lower floor. The chief in­ 
convenience caused now is that stoves 
have had to be substituted for steam, for 
heating purposes, so that the knitters 
can go on with their work in cotton. Mr. 
Knight, who was here in 1870, made a 
high water mark, and said this morning 
that it had not reached that by about two 
inch* s. He recorded a rise of two inches 
during last night 
The Recorder office this morning at ll 
o’clock had its floor covered by over nine 
inches of water, it having risen one and 
a half inches since 7 o’clock. The office 
is closed, and some of the cases have been 
removed to the Times office, where it 
will continue to issue for the present. 
Trains on the Afton branch of the 
Northwestern road ure suspended, to­ 
day, the track being covered with water 
near Monterey. 
At Monterey every thing seems in a safe 
condition, but the work of preparing for 
the worst continues, aud everyone is vigi­ 
lant. 
The washouts and floods along the road 
of tho Milwaukee A St. Paul have not 
interfered with trains particularly here. 
There are parks of the Beloit track on 
which the water is rising some, but trams 
run over it to-day. 
The Northwestern trains from the north 
do not dare to cross the bridge at Fort 
Atkinson, on account of the way it is 
weakened, and a train backing up from 
here received the passengers this morn­ 
ing, they 
lieing transferred at that 
place. 
Arraugemenks have been made so that 
if there should be any break iu the water 
power here, in the uight time, the fire- 
bells will be rung, but slower than usualt 
and this signal being understood by 
teamsters, aud workmen and mill owners 
there will be a speedy turnout to try and 
prevent damage. 
Iii Mr. Todd’s basement there is about 
twenty inches of water, aud by the high 
water mark of 1871 tho river is four 
and a half inches higher now than it was 
then. 
Mayor Lovejoy received a telegram 
this afternoon from J. II. Davis, at Fort 
Atkinson, saying the water had raised 
there from C o’clock this morning until 
noon, one inch. 
Brother Hobart, of Hie Beloit Free 
Press, telegraphs us that the giving away 
of the dam there caused the river to rise 
two feet in the center of the city, but it 
has now fallen without doing auy serious 
damage below the dam.

Five Men Swept Away by the 
Breaking of the Dam at Be­ 
loit.

Considerable excitement was caused 
on the streets here to-day by tho rumor 
of a fearful calamity, occurring at Beloit 
tins morning, by which five men were 
carried away iii the torrent which the 
breaking away of the dam caused. The 
rumor proves to be only too true as 
learned by the Gazette by telegram. 
A jxjrtion of tho dam went out at 3 
o’clock this morning. Tho shute was car­ 
ried away, and the stone abutment at the 
west end with fifty feet or more of the 
dam ikself. Six men attempted to cross 
above the dam in a boat just after this 
break occurred, but were drawn iuto the 
current and carried down the stream. 
One fell or 
jumped overboard just 
as 
the boat passed 
the dam, and 
a 
moment 
later 
the 
boat 
capsized. The river was a raging torrent 
and the other men wero also swept down 
the stream, post the bridges and on to­ 
ward Rockton. One of them caught on 
a tree about a mile below the city aud 
was rescued after clinging there several 
hours. The other five must have per­ 
ished. 
There is a report that two of the men 
wero seen some distance below Beloit, 
clingingto the boat, and being swiftly 
swept along by the currenk and that men 
with horses were hurrying along the 
bank, expecting to get below them, and 
rescue them as they came down.
